BROKEN BY BOOM 
OF LARGE CRANE 


Workmen Esca pe Injury 
in 
Peculia r Mishap 
Here This Morn 


E lm er R ain w ate r, crane opera­ 
tor employed b y the Shappert E n ­ 
gineering C om pan y in construct­ 
ing the new G alena avenue b ridge, 
w as ne ar electrocution this m orn ­ 
ing shortly a f te r 
9 o'clock, when 
the b oom of his cran e struck tw o 
transm ission lines,

Theodore Roosevelt’s so-called “third term” candidacy 
was not a q uest of a third complete term. After Roosevelt 
had finished the assassinated William McKinley’s unexpired 
term and had served one full term of his own, he refused a 
renomination in 1908. 
But in 1912, after four years in pri­ 
vate life. Roosevelt soug ht what his supporters called a 
“ sec­ 
ond elective term” as nominee of the prog ressive party. 
Four of k ranklin Roosevelt s eig ht predecessors 
as 
full-term presidents made no attempt to dictate nomination 
of their successors—Washing ton, Grant, Cleveland and Wil­ 
son. Four tried to play the Warwick role 
Jefferson, Madi­ 
son, Jackson and Monroe. 
The lirst three succeeded, but 
Monroe failed. If we include Theodore Roosevelt and Calvin 
Coolidg e among the two-term presidents 
althoug h each was 
elected only once—we may add one more to the Warwicks 
and one to the non-Warwicks. Theodore Roosevelt dictated 
T aits nomination as his successor in 1908, but Coolidg e, al­ 
thoug h reputedly cool to the Hoover candidacy in 1928, made 
no effort to bring about the nomination of a candidate more 
to his liking .
